AUSTIN, Oct. 1.—(XP)—The Tex- 
as game, fish and oyster commis- 
sion today fixed a shooting sea- 
son of three days a week from 
October 28 to December 30 for 
ducks and other migratory water 
fowl. Shooting days will be Fri- 
days, Saturdays and Sundays.

FOREIGN WHEAT MARKET: FACES 


LOSS OF COTTON MARKET ALSO

cotton business. 


Losing some of the world cot- 
ton business, hownver, is recognis- 
ed as one of the penalties of 
boosting the price by domestic 
crop limitation. The danper was 
recognized when the 
limitation 
program was adopted, and if too 
much' Is not lost in the foreign 
market, the program, which 'ias 
more than doubled the price, may 
be regarded as well worth the' 
cost.

It Is not possible to 'fell how 
much of, the world market 
will 
be lost Uncle Sara has* lost t««j 
foreign market for wheat, but r.e 
had been sellinc only a minor 
{rafstion. at his crop abroad any- 


problem is more serious, because 
roughly half the crop has for some 
time been sold In the foreign mar- 
ket 


Statistics presented In the cur- 
rent National City Bank bulletin 
show that while American produc- 
tion has declined sharply in Uie 
past four years, foreign produc- 
tion has gained. For the 1931-83 
crop year, American production 
accounted for 63.6 per cent of tfce 
world crop, while for the current 
year, latest crop estimates indi- 
cate that the American portion 
{will be only 40.9 per cent 
'How much further thig move- 
ment might go remains to be seen, 
but m<»t students of cotton doubt 
If there nrerr.any places In the 
world where cotton can be grown 
as Riicccrsfully or effectively as in 
our Southern state*.

The $20,000,000 fund will be 
used in paying farmers the dif- 
ference between ten cent loan 
and the present 
market price,

HER STEALS 
PRISON SPOON TO 
SHAPE AS WEAPON 


BRONX SHERIFF RECOVERS 


PIECES SECRETED IN 


HAUPTMANN CELL 


NEW YORK, Sept 23.— 


W—Bruno Richard Haupt- 
Ihan, indicted as the extor- 
tioner in the Lindbergh kid- 
nap case, stole a spoon at 
breakfast today, broke it 
into four pieces, and sharp- 
ened the bowl. 


Sheriff John J. Hanley, who 


with District Attorney Samuel J. 
Foley, anounced the 'latest devel- 
opment In the Hauptmann case, 
•aid with further sharpening the 
bowl of the spoon might have been 
used as a defensive weapon or ons 
to do violence to himself. The 
sheriff declined to express himself 
as to what he believed Haupt- 
mann intended to do with the 
pieces. The prisoner had hidden 
them in the toilet bowl and in 
the drain of the washbowl In his 
cell. 


The handle of the spoon had 
been curved into a hook. 


The spoon and a bowl were giv- 
en Hauptmann and other prison- 
ers in the Bronx county jail at 
7:45 this morning, fifteen minutes 
before breakfast, a usual custom, 
the sheriff said. 


After 
breakfast Hauptmann's 
•poon was mlsslnir and when the 
Jailer asked him for It he replied 
he didn't know anything about 
the spoon. 


"He was Immediately taken out 


,of his cell, searched und strip- 
ped," Hanley said. "His cell was 
searched minutely and no evi- 
dence of the spoon was discover- 
ed until the jailer looked into the 
washbowl and the toilet. 


"He is now eating on paper 
dishes and he will 
use 
paper 
spoons so long as we have him," 
Hanley said. 


The sheriff 
said about thirty 
minutes elapsed between the time 
Hauptmann was given the spoon 
and time it 
was 
missed. 
In 
that time the prisoner had broken 
It Into four pieces and sharpened 
the bowl to "razor edge" by rub- 
bing It against the steel frame of 
the cot In his cell. 


The pieces were discovered af- 
ter a plumber was called. Three 
of them were in the toilet bowl, 
and ths fourth was In the drain 
of the wath basin. 


Since Hauptmann was placed In 
the Bronx county jail he has oc- 
cupied a cell on tho serond tier, 
completely Isolated from the oth- 
er prisoners. After today's Inci- 
dent of the spoon he was moved 
to another cell in the earn* tier. 
still with no other prisoners near 
him. 


Hanley said that a special guard 
watches the prisoner and it Is con- 
tinually changed, a new guard 
taking up his post every hour.
